Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because a single component is identified by 
multiple element numbers (e.g. figures 1 and 10).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Harris 
(USPN. 5,452,910). 

Harris discloses all of the structural of a rear suspension for a bicycle, the 
suspension comprising: 

a) a main frame (F), 

b) a shock absorbing means (1 1 ), 

c) a swingarm (SW) that moves relative to the main frame, 

d) a bicycle rear wheel attached to said swingarm, 

e) a crank assembly (figure 7) attached to said swingarm, and 

f) a linkage means (L1 and L2) for connecting said swingarm to said frame, 

g) said swingarm has an instant center of rotation that moves as the 
swingarm moves from the uncompressed to fully compressed state, the instant 
center of rotation is horizontally located forward of the crank assembly center 
when the swingarm is uncompressed and moves significantly rearward as the 
suspension is compressed, thus, thus reducing in the vertical movement of said crank 
assembly as the swingarm is moved from the uncompressed to compressed position 
(see attachment). 

With regard to claims 2-6 and 8-10, Harris discloses all of the claimed limitations.
